Group I: Claims 1-10, and 21-24, drawn to testing ionic conductive liquids, 
classified in Class 134, subclass 22.14. 

Group II: Claim 1 1 , drawn to method of automatically cleaning a milk line with 
alkali cleaning fluid, classified in Class 134, subclass 22.13. 

Group III: Claim 12-15 , drawn to method of cleaning and rinsing rinsing fluid by 
circulating cleaning fluid, classified in Class 134, subclass 10. 

Group IV: Claim 16-20 , drawn to method of cleaning elements of teats by robotic 

mechanism, classified in Class 134, subclass 18. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I, II, III and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 

shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 

modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 

808.01). In the instant case the different inventions Group I, claims 1-10 and 21-24, 

Group II, claim 11, Group III, claims 12-15, and group IV 16-20 are unrelated since each 

invention has different effect and different mode of operation.
